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We notice, with considerable in- 
pleasure, a tendency 
on the part of the student body 
to do away with our present College yell, and 
to substitute therefor one more suitable to the 
needs of a University like our own. It has 
long been known that the cumbersome and 
long drawn-out “ What’s the matter with’ Old 
McGill,” etc., does not fulfil the conditions re- 
quired by a good college yell, and further does 
not bear the distinctive stamp of the college man. 
This latter feature is well shown by the ease 
with which the small boy of the street learns to 
sing the praises of Old McGill, and is all the 
more undesirable on that account. In our 
opinion one is required which will be distinctly 
our own, which will stir us up, and which will 
cheer our various athletic teams on to victory 
whenever they hear it. 

One has only to compare our condition in 
this respect, with Harvard, Yale, or indeed any 
of the large American Universities, to realize 
how far behind the times we are. We need not 
have an elaborate affair— far from it — the simpler 



the better ; but a radical change is necessary, 
and the sooner it takes place the better for all 
concerned. 

It would be peculiarly appropriate to begin 
the 20th century in this way, and so inaugurate, 
in a small degree at least, a new era for Old 
McGill. We shall be pleased to have this mat- 
ter thoroughly discussed in our columns, and 
here express the hope that something definite 
will be done.

REPORT OF THE UNDERGRADUATES’ 
LITERARY SOCIETY’S MEETING 
ON OCTOBER 19TH. 

The Society held its second assembly last Friday 
After much discussion it was decided to continue 
holding the meetings every Friday as heretofore and 
not once a fortnight as proposed. ’ 

O. B. McCallum Arts ’04 was then elected assis- 
tant secretary and the programme was opened by G. 



C. Couture Arts ’03 who read a short and humorous 
extract from Mark Twain. He was followed by Syd. 
Mitchell Arts ’01 in a very interesting essay on 
Heroic Plays. 

The debate came next. “Resolved: that the 
Canadian method of appointing judges is prefer- 
able to that of the United States.” 

W. C. Munn Arts ’02, leader for the affirmative, 
expounded the different methods followed in Canada 
and in the United States : he denied that masses 
were competent to elect judges. 

In upholding the negative, A. \Y. Lochead, Arts 
’01, said that public sentiment in the United States 
did not tolerate ignorant or corrupt judg s : if a 
man was obnoxious he was turned out, while in Can- 
ada once a man was appointed he stayed there for 
life. 



Chas. Ogden, Law ’02, was the next speaker. He 
objected to the American method for two reasons : 
first, because a judgeship is not an absolute secur- 
ity and a man thrown out of office has great difficul- 
ty m recovering his practice ; and secondly, because 
candidates for judgeships are simply party candi- 
dates and are sure to vote for their own party in 
goveinment cases. 



Lreo. Irving, Arts 02, retorted that the parties in 
Canada governed appointments of judgeships just 
as much in Canada as in the United States, and 
more so, too, and that ignorant and corrupt men 
obtained these high offices just because they had 
been wire pullers for their party. 

Orr, Law ’03, and Papineau, Arts ’04, made short 
impromptu speeches, the leaders summed up and 
on a vote the audience declared the affirmative 
to be the winning side. 

After this the members had the pleasure of listen- 
ing to most interesting remarks by Dr. Cunliffe who 
had kindly consented to act as critic.
